"A Lover of Birds,' 
who dwells among the apple trees anc 
grapevines of Eiiot-on-tfte-Piscataqna, 
thinks it very surprising (according to his 
communication in Thursday morning's 
Chronicle] that I have not seen two or 
three thousand golden robins this 
spring. He intimates that he can't turn 
round over on bis premises without see 
ing one, at any minute, between sun 
rise and sunset. Beally, I feel rather 
ashamed of myself because I have no 
cultivated the acquaintance of eight or 
ten scores of these birds. 


But the Eliot man makes one little 


error, which serves to support tbe con 
tention that I nave long maintained 
that not one person in ten knows how 
to read a newspaper properly. 
Most o: 


them either forget what they have read 
as soon as they drop the paper, or recal 
it as having appeared in some other 
paper than the one in which it realh 
was printed. I would advise my Elio 
friend to next time scan what he reads a 
trifle more carefully, so that he may 
grasp its exact meaning. 
He quotes 


me as follows: "The writer goes on 
to say that he has not seen one and i 
not willing to believe that this beautifn 
harbinger of spring is here." 


Now this is entirely wrong. What I 


did say was this: "Until I have seen 
one, I shall refuse to believe that spring 
is here.-" Considerable difference, isn't 
there? I have a great dislike to being 
misquoted.

Instead 
of coming with blue nkies, no fret ted 
by cold rains and dismal clouds, they 
have brought an assortment of days and 
nights which will be given a place in the 
diaries of the local weather recorders as 
about the meatiest and most mournful 
that have 
ever 
slipped their tether 


around here. 


This Eliot ornithologist has a marked 


advantage over me, in this study of 
birds. I have other things to do be- 
sides sitting on a pair of bara, under an 
umbrella, in the Ides of March, waiting 
to see if the first robin shows up on 
schedule time and get an interview with 


him. 
I oar.'t very conveniently go 


roaming forth in the gray dawn, wear- 
ing bath robe and carpet slippers and 
equipped with a lightning calculator, to 
take the census of all the golden robins 
within tea miles. Consequently, I am 
not prepared to assert that there is an 
oriole f6r every fenee post in Rocking- 
h»na or York county, this year. They 
have never been so numerous before— 
wbj shonl 11 believe that they are this 
year?

golden robins wera to be found in such 
large numbsrs in this section of New 
England as our Eliot correspondent 
represenls.

they abound in swarms, this spring. 
One friend of mine modestly tells me 
that she has seen one, and I believe 
it. Another acquaintance remarks that 
he has noticed three: that 
soundfc 


reasonable, too. But I cannot believe 
that they have invaded Maine and 
New Hampshire by the hundred. I 
have to think that the Eliot ornitholo- 
gist has got the common, everyday 
robin or the yellow hammer confused 
with tne golden robin. 


Perhaps the earliest golden robin 


arrived in Portsmouth on the last day 
in March, during a blinding snowstorm, 
with frozen feet and icicles hanging 
from his tail feathers. What of it? 1 
simply remark that I didn't happen to 
be sitting around in the snow drift 
where he alighted, and so couldn't keep 
tabs on him. Bnt seriously, my inter- 
est in birds has been greatly stimu- 
lated by this little communication from 
Eliot, and I hope its author will con 
tinue to contribute, occasionally, his 
observations along this line. Mean 
while, I'll go to studying bird statis- 
tics, until I can tell how many teeth 
a blue tailed, red-necked nuthatch has 
and at what ago a bald eagle sprouts a 
gOdtee.

By the way, I will ask my Eliot 


friend if he has seen a redstart this 
year. I understand that this species 
is very seldom observed hereabouts. 
A.m I right? Also, can he tell me if 
tho indigo bird breeds around here? 
Atid has he ever seen the olue gros- 
beak iu this vicinity? 


I trust that all the perusers of this 


column who don't know a golden robin 
from a kissing bug and don't want, 
tc,—and who are not; interested in 
birds at all, will excuse me for givin,v 
so much space to the subject. It won't 
happen again. 
But this is primarily 


a season of golden robins—they won't 
be with us always; so let's give them 
a turn in the roulette wheel of topical 
discussion.

Mrs. Tag- 
gart started home and had proceeded 
only a few steps in the swamp toward 
the open prairie and thence to the 
street when she waft approached by 
Rochelle, who had been hiding in the 
swamp. He seized her, and she broke 
loose and, screaming, ran from the 
swamp into tbe prairie, where he over- 
took her. 


After the assault, while she was pros- 


trate, he held her with his hands u" 
knees and. taking his knife from his 
pocket, cut her throat from ear to ear. 
causing instant death. He then walked 
to the negro who had been fishing on 
the bridge and who was thoroughly 
frightened and asked him what he 
should do with the bodyr He Avas told 
to leave it where it was; but. unhK-dfui 
of this request, he took the bleeding 
form in his arms and carried it back to 
the swamp, threw it down and escaped 
into the interior of the swamp. In a 
few minutes the crime had been re- 
ported, and in less than an hour practi 
cally the entire city was in arms, and a 
well armed posse was moving in every 
direction in" search of the critumal.

night a fruitless search was- continued.

Search For tbe Murderer.

In, less than ten minutes alter 
the transfer had been made the streets 
became congested with people, and the 
crowd, augmented as it marched, mov- 
ed on the jail. In spite of the sheriff 
and a strong guard of extra deputies, 
who uiude every effort to protect him 
from mob violence, they secured the 
prisoner and took, up the march to the 
scene of the crime He was half drag- 
ged, balf carried to the bridge, envelop- 
ed by a great throng of people of all 
ages, who were resolute and determin- 
ed, but quiet and orderly.

after scream broke from the wretch's 
quivering lips, followed by groans aud 
prayers for mercy. At the bridge the 
mob turned toward the prairie and 
then Into the swamp and to the scene 
of the negro's crime.

There were no ropes, no plans foi 
lynching by hanging. 


The stake was the only suggestion as
